STENNETT SCHOOL DISTRICT LEGALIZING ACT

AN ACT to legalize and validate the special election and the proceedings authorizina 
and providing for the issuance, sale and delivery of school building bonds of the 
Consolidated School District of Stennett, in the county of Montgomery, state of 
Iowa, and declaring said bonds issued and sold pursuant to said proceedings to be 
enforceable obligations of said school district. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to a special school election held on March 18, 
1952, the board of directors of the consolidated school district of Stennett, 
in the county of Montgomery, state of Iowa, did heretofore by resolution 
passed and approved on the 6th day of February, 1953, authorize and
